® post-1929 record for the month. The total turned out in 
4’ May of 1929 was 636,250 units, while 480,571 units were 
4 produced in May, 1936. 


The May total, however, is slightly under the 553,415 
produced in April of this year, due chiefly to two less 
working days and sporadic strikes in various plants. 
Both the General Motors and Ford groups registered 
slight losses compared with the previous month, the 
former’s due principally to labor difficulties in defiance 
of a union agreement and Ford’s mainly because of the 
shorter work-month. Chrysler, plagued by an almost 
complete shut-down in April, got back into full opera- 
tions in May and as a result showed an appreciable gain 
over the previous month. An increase also was shown by 
Hudson-Terraplane, which was beset by strikes in April. 

The current week’s production, estimated by ADN at 
138,735 units, is up approximately 10,000 over the revised 
total of 129,958 for the previous seven days, when Stude- 
baker lost 3% days due to a walkout; Plymouth six hours 
through a short strike; and Chevrolet and Buick were 
penalized about a day each by a power strike which af- 
fected these companies’ chief plants in Flint. The power 
shut-off, which forced shutdown of the plants, started at 
noon Wednesday and ended early that evening but too 
late for the night shifts. The Studebaker walkout in 
South Bend, the first strike in the company’s history, 
was settled late last week and the plants were back at 
virtual capacity Tuesday. The loss, however, will be 
almost impossible to make up because Studebaker has 
been running at capacity for the past several months. 
The Plymouth strike began and ended abruptly Thursday. 

Leadership among ADN’s group estimates continues 
with General Motors for the current week, ending May 
29. After a drop-off to 47,768 units last week, accounted 
for by Chevrolet and Buick losses, GM divisions should 
produce around 53,740 units this week. Chevrolet, follow- 
ing a loss of about 6,500 units last week due to the power 
shut-off, will likely turn out its usual 34,000 this week. 
Pontiac holds second spot with 6,900; Oldsmobile with 
5,650; Buick with 5,690 and Cadillac-LaSalle with 1,500. 

Ford, with about 34,500 units scheduled, retains the 
top rung among the individual producers. With Lincoln 
turning out its usual 900, the Ford group should assemble 
35,400 units the current week, according to ADN figures. 

With the six-hour shutdown at Plymouth, Chrysler 
divisions produced about 22,800 cars and trucks last 
week, but the total is back at the usual pace of 24,800 
this week, ADN estimates. Plymouth will account for 
11,500 of this total, Dodge about 9,000, Chrysler 2,200 and 
DeSoto 2,100. 


Among the independents, Hudson-Terraplane expects 
to lead again this week, with 3,600 units. Packard fol- 


lows closely with 3,300. Studebaker, which turned out || 


only 975 units last week in comparison with the sched- 
uled 2,527, has pared its total down this week to around 


2,065 due to the difficulties in getting back into full swing 
following the 3% day shutdown. Nash-Lafayette expects || 


2,320 this week; Willys 2,230; Graham 250 and Cord 30. 
This miscellaneous group should account for 11,000.

tion, 439,980 were passenger cars of which 410,592 went | | 


into the domestic market and 29,388 were shipped abroad. 
There were 96,354 commercial cars of which 79,788 went 
into the domestic market and 16,566 were shipped abroad. 


The Canadian production was broken down into 12,927 | 
passenger cars and 4,154 commercial units. This brings | 


the total production in the United States and Canada for 
the first four months of the year to 1,855,724, against 
1,644,622 in the same period a year ago. Production dur- 
ing May stands a good chance of setting an all-time 
high for the industry if the estimates made by ADN 
during the month prove correct.

membership or non-membership in a union should not 
be considered as a test of a man’s right to work. Denun- 
ciation of such strikes in the union’s own paper as 
“treason” seems to have little effect on the rank and file 
of the membership.

GM Sales 

Detroit.—General Motors reports 34,646 car and 
truck sales to dealers in the overseas markets dur- 
ing April, an increase of 18 per cent over the same 
month last year. In the first four months of 1937, 
sales of 121,303 units set an all-time high for the 
period, an increase of 4.9 per cent over the same 
period a year ago. 


Salesmen Strike 

Milwaukee. — Newly formed Automobile Retail 
Salesmen’s Assn. here is conducting a strike against 
82 of Milwaukee’s 100 retail car dealers, demanding 
a closed shop, a uniform commission rate through- 
out the city, a 1 per cent commission on used car 
sales and 50 per cent of the commission on house 
or floor sales. Remaining dealers have already 
signed agreements with the organization, it is said.

Just what effect if any the Roosevelt administration’s 
| wage and hour proposals will have on the automotive 
| industry is still not clear. The aim of 40-hour week and 
a minimum of 40 cents an hour with time and one-half 
|for overtime is well under the current wage rates 
| throughout the car industry as a whole. Since the Presi- 
| dent apparently plans to limit legislation this year to the 
‘problems of wages and hours, it is likely that the in- 
dustry will be little affected. 

Meanwhile, more and more states are plugging for 
| fair trade practice laws largely based on stipulations 
against selling below cost but the good or evil of such 
| legislation cannot be definitely determined until more 
| experience has been obtained under them. On the whole 
| the industry is looking forward to quiet conditions dur- 
|ing the next few months, with sales above normal and 
| spring selling season carrying on past normal peak.

A total of $271,000,000 was spent by the 
Ford Motor Co. for materials during 
the first quarter of this year, as against 
$199,000,000 in the same period a year 
ago, according to William J. Cameron. 
Wages paid by the company reached $70,500,000 during 
the three months, he said, compared with $54,000,000 in 
the corresponding period of 1936. Payrolls total $840,000 
daily, $9,200,000 for each two-week period. 

According to Cameron, the company now has 6,943 
suppliers “employing several million men,” in addition 
to the 122,000 employed by Ford plants. Last month Ford 
paid more than $72,000,000 for materials, Cameron de- 
clared, with the money apportioned among nearly 7,000 
suppliers in 45 states. 

Filing of the company’s 1936 balance sheet with the 
Massachusetts commissioner of corporations and tax- 
ation is expected shortly. Total assets on hand at the end 
of 1935 were $681,549,929, while net worth was $611,203,497.

Accumulative effects of the Chrys- 
ler and General Motors strikes, 

heretofore not exceedingly notice- 
able, are being reflected quite gen- 
erally in latest reports on April 
passenger car registrations from various states. As a 
result, the final month’s total is likely to be considerably 
lower than previous estimates of over 400,000 units. In 
view of the erratic reports, it is expected that the final 
total will hover around the 390,000 mark, ‘although it is 
possible that some of the large unreported states may 
show sufficient increases to raise the figure closer to the 
400,000 mark. 

In any event, it is considered doubtful that April will 
set new post-1929 record sales for the month, as forecast 
prior to the erratic reports received from various states 
the past week. The high point in April car sales was 
reached in April, 1929, when a total of 481,675 units were 
registered. Until several states the past week reported 
| unusual drop-offs in sales, the outlook for a new record 
was exceedingly bright. With New York and California 
; among the 13 states still unaccounted for, however, it is 
| still possible, although considered improbable, that April 

| sales will exceed those of the previous April. 
| The 36 states reported to date account for 219,859 units, 
|compared with 228,521 in the same period a year ago.

With reports from 37 states thus far, 
Truck Sales ADN’s estimate of truck registrations 
in AprilSeen in April stands at between 65,000 and 
Near 65,000 70,000 units, as previously announced. 
However, it is considered probable that 
the final figure will be closer to 70,000 than the lower 
estimate. The 37 states reported to date account for 42,- 
812 units as against 39,723 reported by the same states 
in April, 1937. The latter total figures approximately 
61 per cent of the final April, 1936, total, and if this ratio 
holds true, this April’s sales would be around 70,000 units. 
Even though this higher total is not reached, it is quite 
probable that April of this year will establish a new all- 
time high for the month, since the previous record is 
held by April, 1936, when a total of 64,961 units were 
registered.
